The whole dlsplay was thoroughly novel, and
I&wu greeted (n a way to satiafy thore persons
at complain of the manner in which home
talent s recelved in comparison to the urrmnru
of entertalners from over sean, It seemed tn lin
only a beginning, and one that opened up almost
unlimited possibilities, while [t at the same tiuie
wannted several plotures, the waves particu-
1y, that were very fine.

The oasual blunders of the dramatist are
wpually amusing nod sometimes nnaccountable
After Mr. Ehakespeare's egreglous stumbling In
ehronology and geography, Ralnh Lumley can-
pot be expected to be perfoot In his facts, but
thereare swo singnlar misadventures of dinlogue
in “Thoroughbred " at the Garrick which ar-
reat attention beeause thiey ars so unoalled
for. It in possible tbat they are dus
to the actors, bat they are pecullar, any
way. Oupe ia English, the other Is American,
and as Mr. Lumley is an Englishman, and as
tho distinotiy American part of the dialogue is
understood to have been {nlald or embroidered
by somebody on this side the Atlantie, the
errors nre all the more strange. In the laat act,
where the draez s standing In the middle of the
stage, Iin nucheard-of looeliness for a drag at
Ancot, Mra. Rimple (Mra. Whiffen) exnrenses a
Jonging to go Into one of the booths where the
usunl slde shows are wolng on, and describes it
ma being on the other side, meaning, naturally,
scrogs the course from the side on which
the drag stunds, Any one who Las been
at Ascot on & race day (and who would ever go
there any other time?) will recollect that peo-
ple's drags line up by the starting and finishing

slde of the ‘onurea, on th ?p ite side of it
from the royal stand, ths elub stand, and the
rand stand, the paddock and stables and bet.

A blunder occurs in the stock ticker eplsode

remedied Ly a clever stage mechanlcian, The
dramatist and Lhe aotors may be compelled, by
tho exigencles of the play, (o use the taps Ina
manoer which disregards the actual elreum-
stances of real life, but this would pass
unnoticed by the majority of peaple If the
tickers only kept tlme with each other and
Reopt on tickliug while the excitement lasts
on the Chicago Hourd of Trade. The tickers are
at the middle of tho stage, separnted by the wall
which divides Juhn Fullerton’s ofMice trow Hetry
Duncan’s,. When they tlok, they are not syne
chronous, one ticklng faster than the other, or
one being allent while tha other goes on. This
{a manplfestly abaurd, as Lotk are presamalily
gonnected with the exchange by (Lo same elec-
tric system.  Moreover, the Uckers kesp up
